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REMARKS 

The above amended or added claims comprise claims 42-47 and 52-57 
that are pending in the present application. 

Claims 42-47 have been amended, and Claims 52-57 have been newly 
added in the present application to clarify the substance of the present invention and to 
fully distinguish this invention from the disclosure of the Vogel (US 5,253,066) patent. 
These claims as amended are fully supported by the Description and the Figures of this 
application as will be more fully described later in these Comments/Remarks. 

Regarding the rejection under 35 USC § 1 02 (b): 

According to claim 42, the broadcasting system of the present invention is characterized 
by the center apparatus having the following main features: 

(A) "means for generating at least one piece of label information to be included 
in program information associated with a program to be broadcast, wherein the at least 
one piece of label information is printable on a recording medium to record both the 
program and its associated program information at the terminal device"; and 

(B) "means for transmitting both the program and its associated program 
information including the above referenced at least one piece of label information in such 
a manner that the associated program information is also broadcast multiplexed with the 
broadcast program". 

The broadcasting system of the present invention as defined in claim 42 is 
further characterized by of the terminal device having the following main features: 

(C) "means for recording the received program and it associated received 

program information on the recording medium"; 

(D) "means for displaying the recorded program information associated 
with the recorded program such that the at least one piece of label information included 
in the program information is also displayed"; 

(E) "means for prompting a terminal user to select, from the at least one 
piece of label mformation displayed, a desired piece of label information to print on the 
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recording medium, via a man-machine interface"; and 

(F) "means for printing the selected piece of label information on the 

recording medium". 

Similarly, the terminal device of the present invention as defined in claim 
45 is characterized as having the main features (C)-(F) described above. 

The broadcasting system of the present invention as defined in claim 42 is 
fully supported by the Description and the Figures of this application. Specifically, as 
schematically described in paragraphs [0014] and [0038] of the instant specification and 
as schematically shown in Fig. 1. the broadcasting system 100 comprises at least one 
transmitter I and a plurality of terminals 5 referred to as multimedia recorders or 
receivers in the Description. Each transmitter 1 can broadcast a data stream such as a 
transport stream (TS) as defined in the MPEG-2 standard. A plurality of channels can be 
multiplexed into each data stream, where each channel comprises a plurality of programs. 
Each transmitter includes, in the data stream, program information on the programs 
available in the broadcasting system. Therefore, the program or programs are broadcast m 
a data stream, and multiplexed with its or their associated program information. In some 
embodiments of the present invention, as described for example in the paragraph [0046] 
and as shown in Fig. 3 and Fig. 8, the program information includes label information 
141 printable on a recording medium 9. 

As for the terminal device of the present invention as defined in claims 42 
and 45, the recording means is the feature (C) (in the embodiments, the controller 19 is 
shown in the Figures) as being supported by the section "Recording Operation" described 
in the paragraphs [0056]-[0065] of the Description and the flowchart in F.g. 6. The 
displaying me^ns as the feature (D), the prompting means as the feature (E) and the 
printing means as the feature (F) are all supported by the section "Printing a Label' 
described in the paragraphs [0066]-[0068] of the Description and the flowchart m F lg . 10. 
The displaying means (in the embodiments, the controller 19 and TV SET as shown m 
the Figures) enables the terminal user to visually check whether or not a desired program 
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is recorded on the recording medium. The prompting means (in the embodiments, the 
controller 19 and a man-machine interface 21 as shown in the Figures) enables the 
terminal user to select, from at least one piece of label information associated with the 
desired program, a desired piece of label information to print on the recording medium. 
The printing means (in the embodiments, the controller 19 and a label printer 23 as 
shown in the Figures) enables the terminal user to print the label information of the 
program recorded on the recording medium, which facilitates later finding a recoding 
medium on which a desired program is recorded, by means of the printed label 
information on the recording medium. According to the present invention, it is possible to 
select, possibly from a plurality of pieces of label information including not only a title of 
the recoded program but also other information such as a brief explanation of the 
recorded program and a character of the program, a desired-to-print piece of label 
information. This provides a wide variety of options in label printing. 

In contrast, the Vogel patent (US 5,253,066) does not in any way teach or 
even suggest the above features. Vogel only discloses that both a program and its program 
name may be recorded simultaneously on a video cassette tape, that the name of the 
program recorded on the video cassette tape may be displayed via a user interface 508 to 
select whether TV displays a replayed program, the program name or both, and that the 
name of the program is printed legibly on the casing of the video cassette on which the 
corresponding program is recorded (col. 7, line 39-col. 8, line 9, and Fig. 7 in Vogel). In 
addition, the name of the program being recorded is received by the label printing 
recorder from, for example, the central monitoring station where the name of the program 
can be generated by monitoring persons or can be automatically generated (col. 8, lines 
48-60, and Fig. 6 of the Vogel patent). In the recorder, as shown in Fig.7, the output of 
text generator 109 feeds thermal or impact or other printing means 701. The name of the 
recorded program is printed as alpha-numeric characters on the outside of the video 
cassette, or onto another medium such as an adhesive label that can be affixed to the 
enclosure of the recording or into a catalogue. Therefore, it is apparent that Vogel does 
not disclose the features (D)-(F) of the present invention as described above. 

Amended claims 43-44, 46-47 and newly added claims 52-57 show a 
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tenrunal device as defined in dependent claims 43-44 and 46-47, the recording medium 
may be a removable medium. In other words, the recording medium may be removable 
from and conversely attachable to the recording means. This is supported by the 
disclosure in paragraph [0041] of the Description. Specifically, the recording medium 
may be an optical disc, a magnetic disc cartridge or the like. In addition, it is disclosed in 
the paragraph [0067] of the Description that the label information may be printed on a 
means that are adhesive to the recording medium. Alternatively, the label information 
may be printed directly on the recording medium. These features provide the terminal 
user with a wide variety of options in label information printing on the recorded medium. 
New claims 53 and 56 can provide the terminal user with further options in label 
information printing. At least one piece of label information may include a printable 
image representing the recorded program or the recording medium. The printable image 
may be an icon (see the paragraph [0067] of the Description), such as a minified image of 
a commercial rental video package. This facilitates the user's visual and intuitive 
selection of the desired-to-print piece of label information and visual and intuitive Finding 
of a recording medium on which a desired program is recorded by means of a printed 
image on the recording medium. 

New dependent claims 52 and 55 have been added to clarify the fact that 
there may be cases where the recording medium is called upon to record a plurality of 
broadcast programs together with their associated program information including 
respective printable label information, which is supported by the section "Recording 
Operation 5 * described in the paragraphs [0056]-[0065] of the Description and the 
flowchart in Fig. 6, and the paragraph [0041] of the Description (see, for example, u As 
for information of each of broadcast programs recorded in a recording medium 9,../'). In 
cases where a plurality of broadcast programs are recorded on the recording medium, the 
displaying means is adapted to display the program information (including the printable 
label information) associated with a plurality of recoded programs, which is supported by 
the paragraph [0057] of the Description (see, for example, "In step 201, the controller 19 
first displays a program guide table based on the program information table 32 and lets 
the user select one of the displayed program'*). The prompting means and the printing 
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means can be adapted to such cases without difficulty. 

It is therefore requested that the examiner reconsider the instant claims as 
amended and, upon such reconsideration, find that all of the claims of this application 
define a patentable invention with respect to the prior art.
